Mini -Shows  In  Jidda  and  Dhahran 

Jerry  Khul ,  the  ATO  in  Jidda,  held  the  first  in  a  series  of  mini -shows  in 
Jidda  and  Dhahran  earlier  this  year,  and  has  offered  the  following  suggestions 
on  how  to  improve  future  events. 

Attendance  was  fairly  good  with  nearly  fifty  importers  coming  to  look  at  the 
displays,  but  interest  was  concentrated  on  a  few  classes  of  foodstuffs:  fruit 
juices,  concentrates  and  powders,  snack  foods,  dietetic  and  "natural"  foods, 
emergency  rations,  and  gift  packs  of  dried  fruits  and  nuts.  There  was  a  bit 
of  interest  in  milled  rice,  some  canned  meats,  honey,  a  line  of  general 
grocery  items  and  a  marinade/tenderizer.  There  was  no  interest  in  nuts, 
prunes,  lines  of  exotic  marmalades  and  seasonings  and  liquid  smoke. 

The  packaging  of  the  samples  sent  was  in  some  cases  inadequate.  Several 
packages  contained  samples  that  had  been  damaged  by  leaking  bottles  or  jars  of 
honey,  hot  sauce  or  barbeque  sauces. 

In  many  cases,  also,  the  supply  of  brochures  was  inadequate.  Some 
participants  sent  only  one  brochure  (ATO  xeroxed  copies  but  they  were  not  as 
attractive  in  black  and  white)  and  a  couple  sent  samples  with  no 
identification  other  than  the  label  on  the  sample. 

We  urge  future  participants  to  pack  better  and  to  send  at  least  six  sets  of 
brochures.
